She has spoken in fronr of legislarures and 
has experience in polirics, and that brings 
possibilities. But righr now her mind is ser 
on enjoying rime with her husband and 
rwo sons. 





Bush Wins 

The Presidential Campaign of 1988 
was definitely a hard foughr, dirry barrle. 
The Republican hopeful, George Dush, 
kept only a slighr lead over his Democrat- 
ic opponent Michael Dukakis in the popu- 
lar vote during the early stages of the 
campaign. This set the stage for the 
meeting of two heated televised de- 
bates. Doth hoped to increase their popu- 
larity with the public. Bush's choice for his 
Vice Presidential running mate, Dan 
Quayle, a senator from Indiana, seemed 
to hurt his popularity only slightly, even 
though many made jokes about 
Quayle's youthfulness and inexperience.

Bye 
Bundy 

It was a clear morning in Florida as the 
lights went dim around the Florida State 
Prison. A man named Ted Dundy was 
executed in the electric chair at about 7 
a.m., for the murder of 22 people, most 
were women. 

On the morning of his death, a large 
group of rallying spectators eagerly 
looked on as 7 a.m. approached. A loud 
cheer was followed by a sigh of relief at 
7:01 a.m. It came from the mothers, rela- 
tives, and friends of Dundy's victims. Most 
of the people who were there to watch 
Dundy's execution, despised him be- 
cause he brutally murdered so many of 
our nations children. 

Ted Dundy's mother was interviewed 
shortly after her son's death. Crying and 
soaking in her remorse, all she could mus- 
ter up to say was, "My son was a normal 
person, he was just a little sick from soci- 
ety's misgivings, and he grew up into a 
fine man in our home. It wasn't until after 
he left home that his trouble began". 

And so life goes on in this big world 
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In early 1989, congress decided, on 
rheir own, rhor rhey should ger more 
money. Calif ornio Representative Vic Fa- 
zio sponsored and headed rhe bill which 
would iniriare a 50% pay increase. House 
Speaker James Wright, a representative 
from Texas, bached it and would have 
ultimately take the blame for the con- 
gressional blunder. The public attention 
made people irate and some congress- 
men very tense. The Senate would and 
did vote the bill down, and the House 
would not vote on it and the pay raise 
would ultimately become law automati- 
cally. 

After much heated debate on the 
floor of rhe House, James Wright backed 
down and called a vote. The bill was 
destroyed. 
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Whales Trapped in Ice 



In a close encounter of rhe Humphrey 
the Humback whale kind three Califorina 
grey whales became trapped in a quickly 
forming ice pock off Point Barrow, Alas- 
ka. On October 31, 1988, rhe world arose 
to rhe desperate situation of Putu, Siku, 
and Kanik. 

At first the native Eskimos wanted to 
ear rhe whales for Thanksgiving dinner, 
but as concern for rhe animals increased, 
rhe Eskimos worked to save the stranded 
whales. The local people stayed up for 
days in sub-freezing temperatures to 
keep holes open in the rapidly forming 
ice. Using chainsaws, picks and skimmers 
they enlarged rhe air holes, until a hover 



barge towed by a helicopter got to the 
spot. The barge was a parr of a plan to 
break an open path all the way to open 
water. While waiting, one of the whales 
disappeared and was presumed dead. 
Within a few miles of success, rhe barge 
became blocked by a thick wall of ice. 
With time running out a tractor that rode 
on sawblades was used to cut a passage 
from the wholes to the barge. In a few 
days rhe whales were guided to the 
open water. Here rheir slightly delayed 
migration south continued. After count- 
less man-hours and over one million dol- 
lars, a happy ending. 



Alaskan Oil Spill 



March 24 will be remembered as a 
day of tragedy in the minds of many 
naturalists. The 987 foot oil tanker Exxon 
Valdez ran aground spilling more than 
ten million gallons of crude oil. 

Otters and aquatic coastal birds quickly 
washed ashore after perishing in rhe poi- 
soned water. The effects on the wildlife 
throughour rhe one thousand square 
mile oil slick will nor be known for many 
years ro come. The pristine land of rhe 
Chugach National Forest was stained for- 
ever, and Alaska's fisheries may suffer 
$750 million dollars in losses. Their lifeb- 
lood had been drained by rhe misrake of 
ineffecrive consrrucrion and execurion of 



plans by Exxon, the Alaska Pipeline Ser- 
vice, and the E.P.A. 

There was a 1800 page contingency 
plan for on oil spill, bur rhe provisions wirh- 
in it had been neglected. According ro 
rhe plan the spill should have been con- 
tained within hours. Ten days after rhe 
accidenr clean up wasjusr beginning. 

At the time of the accident the captain 
was not piloting the ship; the third mare 
(nor licensed ro pilor in Prince William 
Sound) was. The skipper was said ro have 
had alcohol on his brearh when rhey left 
porr. 

This tragedy should never have hap- 
pened, bur ir did. 



Geraldo's Nose 
for News 




Pow!! Dam!! Smack!! Crash!! No, this is 
not the sound effects of the Batman se- 
ries, bur an episode of one of the nation's 
leading talkshows, Geraldo. During one 
of his more heared debares on "Teen 
Haremongers", Black acrivisr Roy Innis 
hurled himself at John Metzer of rhe 
Whire Aryan Resisrance after being 
called a racial slur. Soon a rior broke our 
on stage. One chair smacked Geraldo in 
rhe face. Even wirh a broken nose Ger- 
aldo taped two more shows. 

The media began referring Geraldo 
and orher shows like it as "Tabloid TV", 
"Confronrainmenr", and "Trash TV". 
When asked his opinion about the situa- 
tion, Rivera whined, "I can'r believe rhey 
broke my nose. Why my nose?" 




On December 7, 1988, or 11:41 a.m., a 
devastating earthquake lefr rhe Soviet 
Republic of Armenia in ruins. Many peo- 
ple were trapped beneath the rubble of 
instantly destroyed buildings. The quake, 
which measured 6.9 on the Richter scale, 
claimed many lives. Dy Saturday, rhe first 
official estimate was 40,000 to 45,000 
victims,- and the death toll continued to 
rise. This news caused Soviet Premier Gor- 
bachev's sudden departure from New 
York, where he was participating in 
peace talks with President Reagan. 

In addition to Gorbachev's quick re- 
sponse to the shocking news, many 
countries followed suit. Medical supplies, 
rescue equipment, and trained search 
teams were flown in from such countries 
as France, West Germany, Britain, and 
Switzerland. The Kremlin's formal request 
for American help sparked aid from 



Washington. Rescue experts, medicine, 
medical equipment, and doctors were all 
offered by the U.S. In addition, many 
American groups helped raise money for 
rhe victims of the tragedy. 

Even though a lot of aid was given for 
disaster relief, some supplies were limited. 
The shortage of heavy equipment pre- 
vented the rescue of thousands of peo- 
ple. Dy Saturday, 1,500 survivors had 
been pulled from the wreckage, bur 
thousands of others perished. Another 



shorrfalling was the lack of antibiotics, dis- 
posable syringes, and blood supplies. Doc- 
tors' efforts in treating over 19,000 injured 
were hindered because of rhe noticeable 
shortages. 

Although a devastating experience, 
some good resulted from rhe Armenian 
earthquake. The abiliry for countries and 
individuals to pull together in a time of 
need was definitely demonstrated. It was 
found that human compassion still exist- 
ed. 




The realiry of rhe vioienr world in 
which we live reached rhe peaceful Scor- 
rish rown of Lockerbie on December 27, 
1988. From 31,000 feer up, a wing of Pan 
Am's Flighr 301 hurried irself ro rhe ground 
like a bomb as a prelude ro rhe coming 
danger. Seconds larer rhe broken Boeing 
747 crashed among rhe fields spraying 
flaming jer fuel, wreckage, bodies and 
birs of bodies. These grisly relics covered 
over some 50 square miles, bur rhe an- 
guish connecred wirh rhe dearh was felr 
world wide. Thousands of people 
mourned rhe loss of rhe 258 passengers, 



35 of whom were exchange srudenrs 
from Syracruse Universiry. In rhe pres- 
ence of rhis disasrer, rhe fesrive Chrisrmas 
spirir paled. Drirish officials and rhe FBI 
quesrioned possible leads as ro rhe cause 
of rhis rragedy. One call, indicaring rerror- 
ism, was ruled our as a crank. Two orher 
calls, however, said rhe flighr had indeed 
been bombed and claimed responsibiliry 
for rhe disasrer, one on behalf of Libya 
and rhe orher for Iran. Terrorisr arrack, or 
nor, rhe deep sorrow felr by rhousands of 
people is rhe same. 



Real Life Top Gun 



Many dream of flying. Some dream of 
flying fighrers inro barrle. This dream 
came rrue for rwo pilors and rwo weap- 
ons officers early in 1989. 

Two Navy F-14's were flying rourine 
cover for rhe USS John F. Kennedy over 
rhe Medirerranean. An E-2C Hawkeye 
radar plane informed rhe rwo F-14's rhar 
rwo Libyan MiG-23's had raken off from 
Bumbah milirary airfield. From sevenry 
rwo miles away rhe MiGs were only rwo 
blips on rheir radar screens. 

The F-14's banked away from rhe 
MiG's, bur on rhe radar screens rhe en- 
emy blips followed suir. The F-14's banked 
and dived again, wirh rhe blips in pursuir. 
The airborne warfare commander gave 
permission ro defend rhemselves if neces- 
sary. 

Twice more rhe F-14's evaded, and 
rwice more rhe MiG's pursued. Ar rhis 



poinr rhe enemy MiG's were wirhin 
rwenry miles of rhe F-14's. The lead F-14 
fired rwo Sparrow missiles, jusr missing 
rheir rargers. The MiG's rhen bore down 
on rhe second F-14. One of rhe MiG's was 
shor down by o well-aimed Sparrow mis- 
ile. The lead F-14 rhen banked behind rhe 
orher MiG and fired a Sparrow missile up 
irs afrerburner. 

Afrer rhis encounrer, rhe Libyan lead- 
ers accused rhe Americans of "premedi- 
tated" arrack on rwo unarmed recon- 
naissance planes. The Sovier Union 
charged rhe U.S. wirh engaging in "polili- 
cal advenrurism and srare rerrorism." 

Larer rhe Penragon released a corn- 
purer enhanced phoro showing four mis- 
siles under rhe wing of one of rhe MiG's. 

Ex-Presidenr Ronald Reagan insisred 
rhar "our pilors acred in self-defense. 
They did rhe nghr rhing." 




Russia's Vietnam Ends 



Hirohito 
Dies at 87 

Hirohiro, rhe longesr reigning monarch 
on earrh, died January 14, 1989. A bour 
wirh duodenal cancer had lefr him in a 
dererioraring healrh since rhe previous 
Seprember. In 1926, ar age 25, he as- 
cended ro rhe Chrysanrhemum Throne 
from where he would rule as emperor of 
Japan for rhe 62 years rhar followed. 
During rhis rime he presided over a nation 
rhar reached heighrs of milirary srrengrh, 
suffered carasrrophically, and rose again 
ro become an inrernarional indusrrial 
power. Among orher irems he was re- 
sponsible for Japan's surrender from 
World War II in 1945. Many of his counrry- 
men will miss rhe comforr and inspirarion 
he offered rhrough his own consrancy 
and sereniry. Hirohiro will be succeeded 
in power by his eldesr son, Akihiro, age 
55. 



Beginning in December 1979, 115,000 
Sovier soldiers were enlisred ro offer aid 
ro Afghanisran againsr rhe Moslem insur- 
gency. Nine years afrer rhis conrroversial 
inrervenrion began, rhe lasr Sovier rroops 
pulled our rhrough rhe border rown of 
Termez. The Unired Narion's mediared 
deadline of February 15, 1989, for all Sovi- 
ers ro be our of Afghanisran was mer 
wirh mixed reacrions. A painful chaprer in 
Sovier hisrory, ofren referred ro as Rus- 
sia's Viernom, had closed. Wesrern ex- 
perrs believe rhar more rhan 15,000 
rroops died and over 1,000 aircrafr fell ro 
Afghan rebel fire. The hir-and-run racrics 
of rhe mujahedin guerrillas were aided 
by rhe Unired Srares rhrough rhe ship- 
ment of American-made Sringer anti-air- 



craft missiles. The insurgenrs inflicred 
much damage ro rhe rechnologically ad- 
vanced and overpowering Red Army, 
bur nor wirhour loss. An esrimared 1 mil- 
lion Afghan cirizens perished in rhe con- 
flicr. The Afghan governmenr was appre- 
ciate of rhe assisrance rhey received, 
yer said relarions should now develop on 
rhe basis of non-inrerference in each orh- 
er's inrernal affairs. A Sovier colonel de- 
scribed rhe rerrear by saying, "They 
srood beside rhe road. They laughed and 
aimed rheir weapons ar us, bur we didn't 
touch them and they didn't touch us." In 
rhe midsr of all rhis agreement rens of 
rhousands of guerrillas reporredly ad- 
vanced on rhe capiral of Kabul and orher 
major dries in Afghanisran.

San Fran- 
cisco's lefr rackle, Sreve Wallace, broke 
his lefr ankle on rhe rhird play of rhe 
game. Shorrly afrer rhar, Cincinnari's All- 
Pro noseguard, Tim Krumrie, sharrered 
rwo bones in his lower leg. Evenrually rhe 
49ers pur rogerher a 73 yard drive 
capped by a 41 yard field goal. On rheir 
nexr possession, a poor snap by Randy 
Cross ended up in a missed field goal. The 
Bengals managed ro rie rhe score 3-3 
wirh a 34 yard field goal ro end rhe firsr 
half. 

In rhe rhird quarrer rhe Bengals ended 
a 9 1/2 minure possession wirh a 43 yard 
field goal.

While rhe bodies were being removed 
from rhe area, Puenre slipped our of 
rown and hid in a Los Angeles horel for 
abour 5 days. Dy rhe rime she was found 
and arresred rhe rale rhar unfolded re- 
vealed disturbing misrakes made by po- 
lice and social workers. In 1986, afrer her 
parole for drugging and robbing rhree old 
people, Puenre opened rhe boarding 
nouse Withour invesrigaring, social work- 
ers senr homeless clienrs ro her boarding 
home. 

Afrer ail rhis police still hadn'r arresred 
Puenre. When she said rhar she had ro 
meer her nephew ar a horel, police offi- 
cers escorred her rhrough a crowd rhar 
had garhered and Puenre walk away. 
Police believed she rook a raxi ro Srockron 




and from rhere a bus ro L.A. Puenre 
headed sourh. In a LA bar she became 
aquainred wirh Charles Willgues, a dis- 
abled pensioner, who larer described 
Puenre as a very sweer person. He said 
rhar Puenre rold him she knew how he 
could increase his Social Securiry pay- 
ment and invired him ro her room ro 
discuss ir. Larer, when he came aware of 
her phoro on rhe TV, he rurn her in. 

Puenre rold reporrers she was inno- 
cenr. "The checks I cashed," she said, 
"bur I have nor killed anyone." 



The Unired Srares resumed irs mission in 
space wirh rhe launch of rhe Space Shur- 
rle Discovery in Ocrober, 1988. There had 
been a rwo year lapse since rhe Chal- 
lenger disasrer. Many revisions were 
make in rhe design of rhe reusable space 
crafr, including a relescoping arm.

Ir was lunch rime on January 17, 1989 
when Patrick Purdy opened fire on a 
large group of children ar Cleveland Ele- 
mentary School in Srockron. Afrer rhe as- 
sailanr fired approximately 100 rounds of 
ammunirion from his AK-47 Assault Rifle, 
he pulled a pistol from his jacket pocket 
and fired a few more shots. Taking the 
gun to his head, Purdy continued the 
grim scene by committing suicide. Five 
children, all of Indochinese descent, had 
been murdered and thirty people, includ- 
ing a teacher, were injured. Just a few 
minutes earlier Purdy has set his car on 
fire in order to draw attention away from 
his planned massacre. 

An interview with Purdy's family indi- 
cated that he was a drifter. They were 
surprised to learn that his last place of 
residence was Oregon because they had 
neard was that he was somewhere on 
the East Coast 

The entire episode instigated wide- 



spread controversy across rhe United 
States. It was difficult for anyone to com- 
prehend that weapons such as the AK-47 
Assault Rifle were so easy to purchase. 
Other individuals cited the constitutional 
amendment which gives Americans rhe 
right to bear arms. In response to the 
highly publicized dispute, many cities na- 
tion-wide, banned the sale and owner- 
ship of such semi-automatic assault weap- 
ons within city limits. 

Reacting to the tragic events, superstar 
Michael Jackson came to Stockton in an 
attempt to ease the pain and sorrow rhe 
young children were experiencing. It had 
been exactly three weeks since rhe mas- 
sacre had occurred. Upon his arrival in 
Stockton, Jackson visited Cleveland Ele- 
mentary School and Cleveland Hospital, 
where rhe lost two victims remained.
